TITANIC SURVIVORS 
ARRIVE IN PLYMOUTH.

(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

PLYMOUTH, April 28.—One hun- 
dred and sixty survivors of the crew 
of the Titanic disembarked from the 
Lapland here this morning. Crowds 
on the docks and heights around the 
town Witnessed the arrival of the 
steamer and the landing survivors, in

The plan of the Board of Trade of- 
ficilals to detain the crew in barracks 
until the statements of al could be 
formally taken, was frustrated, 
through the action of President Lewis.

The Lapland was sighted entering 
the harbor at 7 o'clock.

The third carried several represen- 
tatives of the Board of Trade, six 80 
licitors for the transcription of the 
statements of the survivors; White 
Star officials, including the managing 
director, Harold Sanderson; Director

fell & Co., and the port officers. This 
tender had been chartered by th 
Board of Trade for the reception 0 
the Titanic's crew. 

Transfer to the tenders was quick+ 
lv accomplished, but the _ tenders 
maneuvered about the harbor for 
some time before starting for the 
dock. The men were informed that 
their statements would be taken and 
they would be set free.

Physician Tells Whittier State 
School Boys of Evils Following in 
the Train of the Cigarette Habit. 


In a lecture at the Whittier State 


School last night, Dr. George H. Kress, 
referring to.the fate of the Titanic. 
stated that many of the disasters by 
sea and on land are due to the pre- 
valent use of cigarettes, 

“Men addicted to cigarettes are un- 
safe. said Dr. Kress. “I would feel 
almost as safe on a large ocean liner 
manned with morphine users as to 
have it in charge of men whose 
brains are narcotized with nicotine.” 

Dr. Kress stated that when, a few 
years ago, a call was thrown * for 
volunteers by the British War De- 
partment, 12,000 men responded. 
Out of this number, 9000 were re- 
jected chiefly because of “tobacco 
heart,” brought on by the use of ciga- 
rettes when boys.

A de- 
partmenta!l order against the project 
Was therefore issued and there, so far 
as the land office here is concerned, 
the matter rests. 

Nearly every city in California 
south of San Francisco is interested 
in the fate of the valley. by reason 
of the large number of homeseekers 
who flocked there from all parts of 
the State. Each of such communit':

day and it is hoped that a common 
basis for immediate action will be 
reached by them.

In all probability a pro rata assess- 
ment will be levied on those who have 
filed on land in that section for the 
purpose of further investigation and 
to urge the formation of an interna- 
tional commission to settle the Mexi- 
ean difficulty.

ATLANTA (Ga.) April 28.—While 
{ we weep with the survivors of 
the “Titanic” disaster, let us 
thank God that a better understand - 
ing of the Bible enables us to sorrow 
not hopelessiy.. Not long ago, mis- 
guided by our creeds of the Dark 
Ages, we would have asked, Were 
any of the 1500 who perishéd saints? 
And assured that very few of them 
would have claimed to be saints, we 
would have concluded that all the 
remainder plunged down to a Catho- 
lic purgatory of terror, or worse, to 


a Protestant hell of eternal torture. that he was a perfect 


Even the tales of their great 
lantry and heroism Id not have 
altered the decision which would 
have hung over ithe question. Did 
they confess Jesus in word and deed? 
we would have asked. Were they 
church members? This is the same 
argument used respecting the 90,000 
heathen who die every day in the 
year, “going down. into Christless 
graves,” the “London Missionary So- 
elety” truly says, but’ means and is 
understood to mean into Christless 
eternal torture! 

Now, how different! Now we see 
that a faithful, clect church is be- 
ing selected during this age; that in 
the next age they with Jesus may 
assist, bless, uplift all the non-elect 
to an earthly salvation to human 
perfection, in the new paradise 
earth—which Messiah's Kingdom 
will ywsher in.

Tune spirits to whom the ‘message 


was given Rad proven themselves dis- 


obedient, says St. Peter. He even 
tells us the time of thir disobedience, 
namely, that it was “in the days of 
Noah, while the ark was preparing.” 
Surely, it noticing these particulars 
mentioned in the context, no‘ one 
would be excusable for misunder- 
standing this Scripture and consider- 
ing it in any way applicable to hu- 
manity vf our day or to humanity in 
general. However, it is helpful to 
us to learn the full particulars of 
the matter. What was their diso- 
bedience, and when and how were 
they imprisoned? 

‘Turning to Genesis vi, 1-5, we find 
there the cause of the disobedience 
of. those ange who, for a time, had 
been. permitid to see what they 
coulda do for the uplift of humanity; 
or permitted to demonstrate that 
the downtvard tendency of sin is in- 
curable except in the manner which 
God has already arranged for through 
Dressiah and His glorious reign of 
1000 years. 

Invtead of those angels helping 
wrankind out of sin they helped 
themselves into sin, and by so doing 
they increased the depravity amongst 
humianity until the astounding recc- 
ord jis that the wickedness of man 
was great in the earth, and that every 
imagination of the thought of his 
heatt was only evil continually.”’ The 
particulars, of those angels was 
that when they were gfanted the 
privileges of materializing—of tak- 
ing human bodies for the sake of 
helping and instructing mandkind— 
they misused this power and took to 
themselves the daughters of men for 
wivea. 

Thus these angels came gradually 
to prefer to live as men amongst 
men and to rear earthly fami‘ies, 
rather than to abide in the condicdon 
in which they were created—svpirit 
beings, higher than humans. Not otly 
was this wrong in the sense that it 
was taking. a course in opposition to 
the divide arrangement. but it was 
wrong also. because the thing was 
done for the cultivation and gratifi- 
cation of lust, and it led to their own 
moral defilement as well as having a 
bancful influence upon humanity; for 
we readily seo that for the 
angels, of superior powers and intel- 
ligence, to become leaders in lustful 
practices would mean a great icfu- 
ence upon mankind toward ain. 

Wo «are particularly. told that the 
off-epring of this inipreper uman be- 
tween the angels and the daughters

human famlly— men of renown.” 
An dthis statement that they were 
“men of renown,” was at a time when 
manhoc4d'’s estate was u at a 
hundred years, and implies that God 
did not interfere to hinder or stop 
the progress of sin for perhaps sev- 
eral centuries. In the meantime the 
Trace had become so corrupt that ap- 
parentiy only Noah and his family 
were uncontaminated—all others had 
more or less come under the influ- 
ence, directly or indirectly of these 
fallen angels or their giant sons 
Hence, of Noah it was written (not 
man, but.) 
“Now Noah was perfect in his gen- 
eration” (uncontaminated) and his 
family apparently the same. Hence 
these alone were saved in the ark, 
while all the remainder, more or less 
contaminated, were destroyed by the 
flood. 
IN CHAINS OF DARKNESS.” 
It was then and there that God im- 
prisoned those spirits, angels, who 
kept not their first estate, and are 
therefore called fallen angels, devils, 
demons. They were not imprisoned 
in some far-off world called hell, nor 
are they engaged there in stoking 
fires for the torture of poor humanity. 
Following the leading the. Scriptures 
wo find that when ‘the came 
they. were not destroyed. because, 
while their fleshly bodies, which they 
assumed might indeed perish, yet 
they would merely dematerialize, or 
assume their spirit conditions again. 
The record is that God cast them 
down, that He condemned them to 
an overthrow—that they might not 
any longer associate with the Aoly 
angels, but must be reserved in tar 
tarus—our earth’s atmosphere. Here 


‘celal place, but in the sense of having 
their liberties restrained, “in chains 
of darkness.

On the 
contrary, in harmony with our text, 
We May suppose that some of these 
fallen angels have since repented of 
their wrong course and i: would be 
none too strong a way to ste the 
matter—that any such repentan: ones 
would surely have terrible experi- 
ences as a result. To be obliged to 
be in close touch and relationship 
with the more evil and malignant 
ones and to have knowledge of all 


let us note the fact that to their evil designs and efforts would 


a terrible experience and, besides 


Ue 
— we may be sure that the rebel- 


lious would not hesitate to persecute 
the repentant ones in every conceiv- 
able manner, as they would be law- 
less, regardless of the Divine will. 

On the other hand, the repentant 
ones would. be obliged to restrain 
themselves and fo not render evil for 
evi, knowing tht this would be con- 
trary to the Divine will. In other 
words, repentant ones among those 
fallen spirits, influenced by the 
preaching of Jesus ‘or otherwise, 
would have a kind of purgatorial ex- 
perience, and the ‘thought calls forth 
our sympathy. 
“When imprisoned or cut off from 
the privilege of materialization, many 
of the fallen spirits, we know not 
what proportion, continued their ac- 
tive opposition to God, after the man- 
ner of Satan. Hence they are spoken 
of as his angels, his messengers, his 
servants and he is spoken of as Beel- 
zebub, the Prince of Demons. Satan, 
¥ho sinned much earlier than the 
others, and in a different. way, the 
Scriptures tell us, was an angel of a 
higher rank. or a higher nature, and 
this superiority of his has made him 

prince or ruler over the hosts of 
fallen. spirits. 

FIGHTING AGAINST GOD. 

The fight of Satan and his fallen 
angels is against God, against all who 
are in harmony with Him, against all 
the regulations of righteousness, and 
against all the channels and servants 
whom the Lord may use. St. Paul's 
words along this line are forceful; he 
remarks that God's people contend 
not merely with flesh and blood,” 
but also “with wicked spirits in high 
positions,” and the question arises, 
“Who is suffictent for these things?“ 
The reply is that none is sufficiént: 
without the afd of the Redeemer His 
ehurch would quite overcome and 
‘vanquished by evil. 

Likewise, without the Redeemer's 
aid through His Kingdom, without 
the binding of Satan, without our 
Lord's releasing of the world from 
the bondage of sin and death, there 
would be no hope of the world's re- 
covery from its present bondage. But 
with the apostle we exclaim, “If God 
be for us, who can be against us?“ 
(Romans viil, 31.)
